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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendment to the claims and arguments filed 4/19/2004 do not overcome the written description 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. The claims are genus claims which encompass any protein of any amino acid sequence 
which comprises SEQ ID NO: 5 or any polypeptide fragment of SEQ ID NO: 8 or SEQ ID NO:9 . Members of the claimed genus have 
widely differing structural, chemical, biological, and physical characteristics. Furthermore, the genus is highly variable because a 
significant number of structural differences between genus members is permitted. 

The specification only provides a description of a PNRC having the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 8 which comprises SEQ 
ID NO: 5 and a polypeptide having the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 9 which comprises SEQ ID NO: 5; however, this is not 
representative of the entire scope of the claimed genus since members of the claimed genus encompass polypeptides and fragments tha 
have structural, chemical, biological, and physical characteristics that are different from the described PNRC of SEQ ID NO: 8 and 
polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 9. Applicants have failed to sufficiently describe the claimed invention, in such full, clear, concise, and exact 
terms that a skilled artisan would recognize Applicants were in possession of the claimed invention.
